Tax For Roads, 


McCollister Says 


If Californians want better high­ 
ways they will have to pay for them 
through an Increased gasoline 'tax, 
Assemblyman Richard H. McCol­ 
lister told Marin Young Republicans 
last night in the courthouse. 
McCollister, who represent: Marin 
and Sonoma counties, said all allo­ 
cated funds for road construction 
have been used up and no other 
source of funds is in sight. 
About 50 persons attended the 
session in the supervisors’ cham­ 
bers. Chairman Don Cook of Para­ 
dise Cove presided. 
McCollister outlined various issues 
pending before the Legislature, in­ 
cluding his proposal to cut a half 
cent off the state sales tax. 
McCollister, taking issue with Gov. 
Earl Warren, contends the state’s 
surplus is too large and that money 
should be used now for state con­ 
struction or operation. Warren feels 
it should be preserved for future use. 
He also told of his proposal that 
a study be made on a possible North 
Bay earth-fill barrier. McCollister 
feels a steel shortage may indefi­ 
nitely postpone construction of the 
San Rafael-Richmond bridge and 
that an earth fill would be a suit­ 
able alternative. McCollister wants 
$200,000 to pay for the study. 
The assemblyman also discussed 
the problem of Golden Gate bridge 
approaches. 
The Young Republican group set 
its next meeting for March 26 with 
a panel discussion on active politics.

A graduate of Golden Gate law 
school, Washburn studied law while 
working in the postoffice and passed 
the bar examination to 1928. His 
legal experience includes two years 
of private practice. 
"I believe that a lower court 
judge should have not only a 
knowledge of law,” Washburn com­ 
mented, "but also a warm under­ 
standing of people, which I have

Dr. Overstreet added, “A good 
home is one in which all members 
can be honest with each other*with- 
out fear of being slapped down.” 
This, they said, will preserve the 
well-being of family members. 
They suggested that people de­ 
velop an active sense of listening 
rather than a passive one, and that 
they improve their own abilities to 
converse and communicate. 
Dr. Overstreet criticized a tend­ 
ency for “name-calling” by Ameri­ 
cans in international dealings.

U.S. Korea Killed, 
Injured, Missing 
Reaches 105,000 
WASHINGTON (U P) — American 
battle casualties in Korea now total 
more than 105,992, an increase of 
151 in a week, the Defense Depart­ 
ment reported. 
The report covered casualties 
whose next of kin had been notified 
through last Friday. 
The overall total included 18,384 
dead, 78,114 wounded, 999 captured, 
10,038 missing, and 1,399 previously 
reported missing who returned to 
duty.Breakdown by services; 
Army: 86,882 casualties, 18,478 
dead, 59,959 wounded, 998 captured, 
9,092 missing, 1427 previously mim­ 
ing but returned to service. 
Navy: 1,232 casualties, 243 dead, 
935 wounded, 62 missing, two pre­ 
viously missing but returned to 
service. 
Air Force: 1,040 casualties, 388 
dead, 36 wounded, three captured, 
598 missing, 40 previously missing 
but returned to service. 
Marine Corps: 1,888 casualties, 
2,298 dead, 14484 wounded, 298 
missing, 20 previously missing but 
rteumed to service. 
During World War X, Marine 
Corp aviation consisted of 282 of­ 
ficers and 2,180 enlisted men.

By U.S. Jets 
SEOUL (JFj—Allied fighter bomb­ 
ers today mauled Communist sup­ 
ply buildings and rail bridges and 
blasted 120 more holes in North 
Korea’s patchwork rail lines. 
Planes of the Fifth Air Force 
flew 625 sorties during the day in 
their continuing campaign to choke 
off Red supply lines. 
Sabre jets combed North Korean 
skies without sighting a Communist 
MIG Jet, the Fifth Air Force said. 
Night flying B-26 bombers spot­ 
ted 1,158 Communist trucks along 
North Korean highways before 
dawn Thursday. Pilots reported 112 
destroyed. 
B-29 Superforts bombed North 
Korean supply lines. One Superfort 
was attacked by a Communist 
plane. 
British and American carrier 
planes pounded Communist targets 
on both coasts of Korea Wednes­ 
day. Allied warships dropped high 
explosives on coastline installa­ 
tions. 
The Reds enlivened an otherwise 
quiet day along the ground front 
with propaganda leaflets, written 
in English, played on the desire of 
the UN. soldiers' wish to go home. 
They also charged the UN. com­ 
mand with stalling the truce talks 
at Panmunjom.* 
An Allied officer said it was the 
first time the Reds had used ar­ 
tillery shells for propaganda in 
i Korea. The U.S. Eighth Army-has 
been using the Idea for months.

David sug­ 
gested, in all seriousness, that the future use­ 
fulness of Tamalpais High school may be ex­ 
tremely limited. 
The remark took courage. It was not made 
on a mere whim. For David considered some 
hard facts about the present cortdition of Tam’s 
buildings. The trustees were talking about 
spending some $700,000 for a new gymnasium 
and swimming pool, with all the necessary 
lockers, showers, bleachers, and other equip­ 
ment. 
Now for $700,000 you could build a fine gym, 
and the fact that it is needed is obvious. But 
here is the "rub” which Trustee David des­ 
cribed, falling back upon a folksy parallel: 
"Suppose you take an old pair of shoes 
down to be repaired. The shoemakej puts on 
a new sole. You wear the shoes awhile, and 
the first thing you know the uppers are coming 
apart.” 
The sole, in this case, is the gym. The uppers 
are the majority of buildings on Tam’s campus. 
They are attractive and well-maintained, they 


stand upon an attractive site, and they have 
served well over the past 42 years more or less. 
But they are — with one exception — con­ 
structed of wood and stucco. The stairways 
creak. Maintenance is becoming more and more 
costly. The true facts about structural de­ 
ficiencies are not known, and if extensive 
repairs were to be undertaken the state would 
insist upon bringing them up to legal — and 
costly — standards. For Tám was built back 
in the days when rough floor plans were drawn 
and the carpenters went to work. Sacramento 
didn't care a whoop or a holler about some of 
the standards which since have been set up. 
Frankly we aren’t convinced that Tamalpais 
High school is completely obsolete, as some 
might claim. Graduates and students alike insist 
that it is a pleasant school to attend, that its 
rambling layout and various levels upon the 
hillside add to its charm for both students 
and visitors. 
It may be that a long-range plan for re­ 
placement of the older buildings with modern 
structures on the present campus could solve 
the difficulties. Financing of such a program 
could probably be arranged less painfully, if 
not more easily, than relocation of Tam on 
another site. 
« Tamalpais Union High school district trus­ 
tees, should, it seems to us, undertake a com­ 
plete survey of the condition of the buildings, 
a study of population trends in the southern 
Marin area, and present the people with a 
program for meeting the situation.

LAST WEEK IN VOTING for 
the Berry resolution, the House of 
Representatives brought, forward 
once more what may be called the 
American version of a problem 
which is agitating London, Paris 
and Bonn. In all four parliaments 
there is now a majority deter­ 
mined to scrutinize and limit the 
commitments which their foreign 
ministers are making to one an­ 
other. 
The opposition in each country 
suspects its 
own 
diplomats 
abroad of a willingness to sign 
blank checks in order to reach 
agreement with the other diplo­ 
mats. Mr, Churchill is beln^r ar­ 
raigned in London for promising 
too much to Mr. Truman. Mr. 
Acheson is suspected in Congress 
of having promised too much to 
Mr. Churchill. The Bonn Parlia­ 
ment is plainly suspicious of Dr. 
Adenauer's disposition to agree 
with M. Schuman, and the French 
Parliament has done its best to 
truss up M. Schuman before he 
agrees too completely with Dr. 
Adenauer. 
• 
THERE IS SOMETHING here 
which is obviously of greater im­ 
portance and worth taking much 
trouble to understand. For a 
starter it is impressive that in 
each country the crucial and burn­ 
ing issue is on the power to order 
troops into battle. The democra­ 
cies may not be well informed, or 
deeply and regularly concerned, 
about the intricate course of diplo­ 
macy. But they are profoundly 
jealous of their right and power 
to have the final say about whe­ 
ther their sons shall be sent abroad 
to fight, and perhaps to die, in for­ 
eign lands. That is the very es­ 
sence, they feel, of being free, 
independent, and self-governing. 
The Berry resolution, particu­ 
larly when it is read together with 
the speeches of Representatives 
Vorys, Bertry and Halleck, makes 
this very plain. “It should be kept 
in mind/* said Mr. Halleck short­ 
ly before the final roll call, “that 
the resolution is narrowly Ijjplfced. 
It has to do merely with the use 
of American forces abroad, and 
actions, commitments and under** 
standings—not conversations or 
discussions, but agreements and 
commitments—that would involve 
us in war.” 
MR. HALLECK WAS NOT ask­ 
ing for a transcript of everything 
that was said while the Churchill 
mission was in Washington. Mr. 
Halleck wanted public assurances 
that Mr. Truman and Mr. Ache­ 
son had made no promises to Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Eden which 
may mean engaging more Ameri­ 
can forces—by which he really 
meant more American infantry— 
across tlie seas. 
The debate 
brought out what is worrying Con­ 
gress. They are afraid that the 
promise In the*Churchill-Truman 
communique “to lend all assist­ 
ance in their power” to “estab­ 
lish a European defense com­ 
munity” may'come to mean that 
more American divisions re to be 
sent for a longer time to Germany. 
They are afraid, also, that the 
administration might be sending, 
as Mr. Vorys put it, “American 
troops to the Suez or some other 
foreign territory,” and they feel 


that “if such 4s the case. Con­ 
gress should know about it/* 
The majority in Congress feel 
strongly, and the Administration 
Democrats had no stomach to dis­ 
pute It with them, that, as Mir. 
Halleck said, “We are already in 
one war, a fighting, shooting, kill­ 
ing war, which, never to this day, 
has been declared by the Congress 
of the United States. Many of ui 
are being asked: ’Will another war 
be instituted without consultation 
with the Congress—somewhere 
around the 20,000-mile perimeter 
of the Russians’?” 
THE QUESTION WHICH all 
this presents is how to reconcile 
the natural, undeniable and right­ 
eous insistence of the democracies 
with the effective use of military 
force in maintaining the balance 
of power to prevent aggression. 
It is necessary to recognize that 
American military power is not 
something which can be kept, so 
to speak, in the deep freeze and 
under lock and key until Congress 
has authorized its us# by declaring 
war. 
THE MILITARY POWER of the 
United States is something which 
has to be In continual use, not 
as a shooting force but as what 
is known technically as a force in 
being—a force which does not 
have to shoot because its shooting 
ability is known and has been cal- 
culated correctly by the antagon­ 
ist abroad and by the conductors 
of foreign policy at home. 
In order to use military power 
as a force in being the govern­ 
ment in its dealings with foreign 
nations has to be able to say whe­ 
ther the United States would act 
with force if and when some na­ 
tion used force. This does not re­ 
quire the kind of commitment to 
which Congress is really object­ 
ing—the power to put an army in­ 
to a country and fight a war there 
if that country is attacked. Where 
this kind of power to commit is 
necessary, as it was for Western 
Europe under NATO, it is down­ 
right folly on the part of any 
President not to take the matter 
to Congress, to have it debated 
^Thoroughly, and to make sure that 
the Congress shares fully his re- 
sonsibilitles.

FOR THE MOST PART, around 
most of the great 20,000-mile peri­ 
meter, what is required is not the 
power to commit American troops 
but the power to give the Ameri­ 
can guaAntee. There is no seri­ 
ous argumento this country about 
the power of the President to give 
a guarantee. It has back of it 
the long and unquestioned prece­ 
dent of the Monroe Doctrine. Sen. 
Taft has not .only questioned this 
power but he has himself been a 
leading advocate of an American 
guarantee. 
So far as this country is con­ 
cerned the problem is in its pres­ 
ent form not at all difficult to 
solve. But it will not be solved— 
certainly not in an election year— 
if Mr. Truman, instead of admit­ 
ting some fault and some error 
in his conduct of the Korean war, 
stands there stubbornly uncom­ 
municative and coldly unrespon­ 
sive on the ground that he was 
somehow altogether right all the 
time.

Truman, Taft Have One 
Thing In Common; Politics 
Editor’s Note: This is the last 
of four stories on the voters* 
struggle to pick a president.)

WASHINGTON «V-President 
Truman and Senator Taft, have 
at least one thing in common. 
They’re political realists. 
They both recently demonstrated 
it in statements about the big po­ 
litical conventions this.summer in 
Chicago where Taft wants the Re­ 
publican nomination and Truman 
undoubtedly can have the Demo­ 
cratic nomination if he wants it, 
although he hasn’t said. 
Without' his permission, the 
president’s name was entered in 
the New Hampshire Democratic. 
presidential primary of March 11 
to run against Tennessee’s Senator 
Kefauver who’d like very much to 
get the Democratic - nomination 
himself. 
AT A NEWS CONFERENCE 
Jan. 31 Truman said he had order­ 
ed his name withdrawn from the 
New Hampshire primary. It’s one 
of 16 states where voters can ex­ 
press some preference among presi- 


cisions of the political bosses and 
rank and file delegates at the con­ 
ventions. But the conventions can 
ignore the primary preferences 
and nominate anyone they want. 
So Truman was simply being 
realistic with his crack about eye­ 
wash. Nevertheless, he was criti­ 
cized for it. Later he decided to 
enter the New Hampshire primary. 
When he did, he said he’d like 
to see a national primary, an idea 
shared by Woodrow Wilson, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, Andrew Jackson 
and other people still around.% 
NO ONE COULD CALL eyewash 
national primary which (D took 
away from the conventions the 
power to nominate and (1) let the 
voters in all 48 states first nomin­ 
ate the two party candidates and 
then choose between them on gen­ 
eral election day. 
But Truman’s critics apparently 
overlooked an even more remark­ 
able statement by Senator Taft 
who has been whirling around the 
country, trying to corner the nom­ 
ination before the Republican con­ 
vention begins. On Jan. 5 before 
a single delegate to the conven- 
dential possibility of both parties, tion had been chosen anywhere, 
As a matter of fact, he said, all he said: 
these state primaries are just eye­ 
wash when the national party con­ 
ventions meet this summer. They 
don’t mean a thing, he added. 
They do, of course, let the voters 
in 16 states indicate how they 
feel, which may influence the de- 


“If all the pledges we have ob­ 
tained from all over the country 
can be translated into delegates 
when they are chosen, I believe 
we have more than half the con­ 
vention votes/* 
Many of the pledges Taft was 


counting were, of course, from 
party leaders, which must be a 
bit disillusioning for anyone who 
thinks the political bosses never 
pull the convention delegates 
around by the nose. 
ONE OF THE MOST impressive 
statements on this subject came 
from Harry Daugherty, manager 
of Warren G. Harding, who made 
a little prophecy before the 1920 
Republican convention made its 
choice: 
“At the proper time after the 
Republican convention meets some 
15 men, bleary-eyed with loss of 
sleep, and perspiring profusely 
with the excessive heat, will sit 
down in seclusion around a big 
table. I will be with them, and 
will present Senator Harding’s 
name, and before we get through 
they will put him over.” Which 
is1 just what happened in that well- 
known smoke-filled room. 
I can remember the Republican 
convention in Chicago in 1944 
when Governor Dewey and Gover­ 
nor Bricker of Ohio were the con­ 
tenders. ' They had their head­ 
quarters on the same hotel floor! 
Bricker’s . place one night was 
ablaze with lights, flowers and pic­ 
tures of Bricker from childhood 
on up to 1944, enormous pictures. 
And the smiling Bricker himself 
was in the doorway shaking hands 
with the people who poured 
through, hundreds, thousands, 
maybe, to smile ami be smiled 
upon. 
DOWN THE HALL DEWEY’S 
place was like an abandoned 
morgue, without lights or people. 
I looked up one of the Dewey men, 
told him about the turnout at 
Bricker’s headquarters, and asked 
him why Dewey wasnjt around 
shaking hands with the people. 
“What people?” he said. 
“Hundred of people/* I said:— 
Then he said, in effect: “The 
people Bricker’s shaking hands 
with can’t do him any good now. 
We did all our hand-shaking with 
the right people, before. Bricker 
doesn’t have a chance.” And, sure

While no tax is 
due from the 
partnership, the 
i n d i v i d u a l 
members o f a 
partnership are 
required to in­ 
clude their 
share of the 
partnership in­ 
come in their 
own income. It 
makes no difference whether they 
actually received this income or 
not.If you were engaged in a part­ 
nership whose year ended Decem­ 
ber 31, 1951, or whose fiscal year 
ended in 1951, be sure that the 
partnership files a return form 1065 
and that you sre provided with a

copy of this return. The partner­ 
ship is required to filq a return 
even though no profit was realized. 
You, as an individual member of 
the partnership, are required to 
include your share of the partner­ 
ship profits in your gross income 
for tax purposes. You are entitled 
to deduct your share of any chari­ 
table contributions, Federal In­ 
come Tax paid at source, etc., if 
you use long form 1040. 
If the partnership suffered an 
ordinary loss in 1951, you are en­ 
titled to deduct the loss from year 
gross income from other sources. 
This applies only to ordinary in­ 
come and losses. Your share of 
the partnership's capital gains and 
losses are taken into account on 
your individual income tax return 
In the same fashion as any other 
capital gains or losses that you 
may have had. 
When reporting partnership in­ 
come or losses, be sure to fully 
state the name and address of the 
partnership and the information 
that this income or loss was re­ 
ported by the partnership on form 
1065 for the calendar year 1951, or 
fiscal year ending In 1951.

ALONG MARIN'S 
SPORTS TRAIL

The possibility of the construction of a new gymnasium at 
Tatnalpais High school as discussed earlier in the week by the 
board of trustees, certainly merits the consideration of Marin 
Sports fans, and especially of the taxpayers of the district. 
To say the least, any addition or improvement of the exist­ 
ing structure or the construction of a new building, would be 
most welcome to both participants and spectators alike* 
Originally, T am ’s first gym was constructed during the early 
years of the twentieth century. It was located between what is 
now the wood and metal shops, on a level 
terrace. 
In the early 1920’s part of this structure 
was moved to its present site and necessary 
additions made. And that’s the way it has 
stood ever since. 
AT LONG LAST age has caught up with 
this athletic pavilion. The board has ordered 
the swimming pool, which is slowly but surely 
sinking, closed. The board says it will remain 
in this state only temporarily, but those close 
to the scene know that the pool can’t possibly 
hold up too much longer. 
The main part of the gym, usually re­ 
served for basketball, is in an equal mess. It’s 
a wonder that George Gustafson’s cagers haven’t donned miner’s 
lamps before this, the lighting is so poor. Seating is another 
problem. Ten or 15 years ago, crowds were smaller, the game 
slower, and the school had fewer students. That was up to about 
1947. After that date the cage court was changed to run east-west 
rather than north-south, the idea being to make the court about 
the same size as the other NBL floors. This was O.K. for in­ 
creasing the size of the playing space but there was no additional 
provision made for adding space for the customers. 
Then, too, with the influx of additional students, locker, 
shower and other “musts” became even more taxed and over­ 
worked. 


TH E UNFORTUNATE PART of making-any sort of im­ 
provements is that in this day and age, it costs money — plenty 
of that old do-re-mi. 
Anyway, money or no money, we feel that something ought 
to be done. One plan would call for the appropriation of $40,000 
to bring the present gym up to par with other Marin sports 
structures. 
The alternative plan would call for a new gym, presumably 
to be located somewhere around the present bus barns and park­ 
ing area. This idea is worth in the neighborhood of $700,000. 
That’s a lot of cabbage and we didn’t believe that figure either 
-u n til someone reminded us that the new Sir Francis Drake 
“palace” cost somewhere around $720,000 out of the $1,800,000 
allotted for the building of the entire school! 
ANY SUGGESTIONS? We are sure the board would appreci­ 
ate hearing from you before its March 6 meeting when the 
question shall again be brought before the hofcse.

Joe Wilman Gives Bowling 
Tips To Improve Your Game 


By JOE WILMAN 
(Recently Elected To 
Bowling's H al of Fame)

A common mistake among all 
types of bowlers is the tendency to 
substitute force and s p e e d for 
timing and coordination In deliver­ 
ing the ball These bowlers mistak­ 
enly believe they can score bettor 
by Increasing tllC speed of their ball 
than by an accurate, well-timed 
delivery. 
In seeking proper timing, the 
bowler should experiment with his 
delivery. Naturally, a person using 
a 3-stop delivery and & person using 
a 5-stop delivery will not have the 
same type backswing delivery and 
follow through. 


THE PUSH-AWAY 
In the 5-stop delivery the ball 
should be pushed directly away from 
the front of the body *s the first 
stop is taken with the left foot. This 
is an almost imperceptible motion, 
as this first step is a very short one. 
As the right foot comes forward 
for the second stop the ball begins 
its descent and starts into the 


backswing. As you take the third 
step, the ball passes the body on 
the backswing at a point about 
even with the knee. As the fourth 
step is taken the ball reaches the

peak of the backswing. At this point 
the ball should be no higher than 
the bowler’s shoulder. Any tendency 
to bring the ball back higher than 
the shoulder In the backswing gen­ 
erally has a disastrous effect upon 
the accuracy and effectiveness of 
the delivery. 
The fifth step is all-important. 
The left foot and the right hand 
should move forward almost in uni­ 
son. As the left foot begins its slide 
in this final stop the ball has been 
brought forward by the right arm, 
passing the body and then is sent 
out over the foul line with a lifting 
motion. 


OVER FOUL LINE 
Be careful here to avoid dropping 
the ball or setting the ball down 
on the approach. Be sure the ball 
is sent out and over the foul line 
before it touches the alley. 
As in other sports, the follow- 
through is very important. T he 
right arm should continue upward 
as the ball Is released, and the 
bowler should retain his balance. 
The right hand should finish its 
follow-through about face high and 
directly in front of the body.

'Considerable added 
cost and sales of 7600 gasoline in­ 
creased 1944 percent in 1951 as 
compared to 1950. A continuation 
of this increase has resulted to the 
demand for this p r o d u c t out­ 
stripping the company’s ability to 
supply the product. 
In the over-all picture California 
crude oil production to not keeping 
pace with the product demand 
normally supplied from California 
production. Price ceilings on crude

SACRAMENTO (/P) — The state 
of California is helping to regulate 
the supply — and Indirectly, the 
price—of a wide range of agricul­ 
tural products. 
It’s all done through what are 
called marketnlg orders, conceived 
and operated largely by producers 
and handlers, but made possible by 
law and supervised by the state 
apiculture department. 
There are 24 marketing programs 
affecting the markets of such prod­ 
ucts as apples, peaches, lima beans, 
raisins, and wine. 
Products marketed under the con­ 
trol of marketing programs last 
year had a farm value of approxi­ 
mately $350,000,000. Approximately 
34,000 powers and 3,400 handlers 
were affected. 
Advocates of the programs say: 
You may pay a little more for 
your marketing order produce. But 
you should get a higher quality 
product of more uniform size. And 
the state’s economy is steadied by 
the* damper the controls put on any 
boom and bust trend. 
LITTLE OPPOSITION 
Little opposition crops up at the 
public hearings for the considera­ 
tion of a program. The department 
requires general agreement among 
all facets of the industry before 


setting a hearing date. If there isn’t 
agreement, there isn’t a marketing 
order. 
The department’s E. W. Braun 
has this to say of marketing orders: 
“The peat improvements in pro­ 
duction practices which we have 
experienced in recent years can be 
wasted readily if marketing condi­ 
tions are permitted to become 
sluggish or demoralized. 
“Neither the producer nor the 
consumer gains when over­ 
production causes such low prices to 
the producer that he can not afford 
even to complete harvesting the 
crop—let alone pack it and ship it 
to market.’*. 
SPECIALTY CROPS 
Marketing programs have de­ 
veloped In California, says depart­ 
ment director A. A. Brock, because 
it has so many specialty crops which 
have received little or no federal 
price support. 
Walnut industrymen, back in 
1935, were the first in California to 
develop a marketing order propam 
under both state and federal auth­ 
ority. There were more nuts than 
could be sold. 
No walnut trees have been 
chopped down to control the sup­ 
ply through the years. When there 
is a surplus, nuts are set aside to 
be shelled. This year 15 per cent of 


the nuts were taken from the 
market. They can be sold to foreign 
countries or shelled and sold in this 
country without restriction. 
Other marketing orders,, like those 
for fresh peaches and fresh plums,* 
prevent the marketing of culls and 
fruit too small for use. Still others 
seek to expand markets by calling 
the attention of consumers to the 
product. 
U.S. CURBS SEVERITY 
The agricultural department does 
not permit r e s t r i c t i o n s severe 
enough to cause a shortage. And 


marketing erdfer expenses are nal 
borne by taxpayers, the industry 
paying the bill. Cling peach gtom 
era and processors, for example, art 
assessed $130 a ton. 
There are now marketing ordeff 
prppams for early apples, bedding 
plants, green corn, dates, dried 
figs and fig products, desert grape­ 
fruit, extracted honey, lemon prod­ 
ucts, dry pack lettuce, lima beans, 
canned olives, cling peaches for 
canning, fresh Bartlett pears, win­ 
ter pears for canning, fresh la! and 
winter pears, fresh plums, dried 
prunes, raisins, waintts and wine— 
as well as for poultry disease control 
and improving the b r e e d in g of 
turkeys. 
New marketing orders are being 
considered for canned olives, head 
lettuce and carrots.

HOW TO PREPARE SHRIMP I 
Raw shrimp, fresh or quick- 
frozen, may be shucked either be­ 
fore or after boiling. Some people 
think it easier to rémove the small 
sand vein when the shrimp is raw, 
while others prefer to cook the 
shrimp before shucking. To clean 
shrimp, hold tail end in left hand, 
slip thumb under shell, between 
feelers and lift off 2 or 3 segments 
In one motion; then, still holding 
firmly to tall, pull out shrimp from 
remaining si\ell section and tail. 
With a knife, cut along outside 
curvature and lift out black sand 
vein, if desired. Vein is harmless 
but some people object to its ap­ 
pearance.TO COOK SHRIMP 
Put 1 quart water in saucepan for 
one pound of shrimp which are 
added later, however. Add to water 
lb stalk celery, 1 carrot, sliced, 1 
small white onion, sliced, juice of 
lb lemon, I teaspoon salt, lb tea­ 
spoon pepper and a dash of tabasco. 
Bring water to boil. Add shrimp 
and if necessary enough water to 
cover. Let water come to boll again. 
Turn heat down so water just sim­ 
mers. Cover saucepan an<| let 
shrimp cook 2 to 5 minutes, never 
longer. Drain shrimp, straining 


stock and saving liquid to make 
sauce or add to condensed soup in­ 
stead of water. Cool quickly. 
MEXICALI SAUCE AS PICTURED 
Arrange cooked shrimp inside rice 
ring and serve with this sauce. Two 
pounds of shrimp, cooked and 
shelled will make 6 to 8 servings.

1 No. 2 can solid-pack tomatoes 
1 cup California Burgundy or

Applications have been coming 
In at the rate of 1,000 a month, he 
said. 
• In addition, some 500 applications 
filed after mid-February may not 
be processed, Callaghan said, be­ 
cause the $100,000,000 bond issue 
been “completely earmarked. 
These were accepted with the 
understanding they would be com­ 
pleted only if funds held out, he 
said. 
California voters will g et a 
chance, probably in November, to 
vote on issuance of another $150,- 
000,000 bond issue to start the pro­ 
gram rolling again. There is a .bare 
possibility the bond issue might go 
on the June ballot. 
Callaghan said the department 
originally believed the funds would 
last until June. But applications 
soared when the legislature author­ 
ized higher loan ceilings last Sep­ 
tember. And the amount of money 
invested went up likewise. 
Callaghan said veterans could 
continue to establish their eligibility 
for loans and discuss properties at 
department offices. 
Veterans who do so will be given 
priority when funds become avail­ 
able. 
The program was started in 1931 
and since that time more^ than 
264,000 veterans have established 
eligibility.
